Prince Reports a 


Fine Tour on 


Hawaii. 


Frinoe Kuhlo, after a tour of Hawaii 


•which lasted for two weeks, dropped 
into Honolulu Saturday motning, and 
out again in the afternoon,'-and !s now 
OB Kauai, where he will spend a week. 
The Prince was accompanied from the 
big island by his personal friends who 
had made the journey with him, and 
during this week's tour he will have 
along the Rev. Stephen Desna and 
Representative Makekau, who came up 
from Hawaii. 


Judged by every standard the trip 


of the Republican candidate 
through 


the districts of the big island was one 
which has done more to open the eyes 
of the Hawailans to Wllcox thai any 
other thing that could have been done. 
According to the evidence of some of 
the members of the party the tour was 
much in the way of a personal triumph. 
There were any number of meetings 
held and in every instance but one the 
meetings were well attended. The ex- 
ception was at Waipio, where a Home 
Ruler circulated the report that a 
message had been received 
that the 


Prince -would not come, and the audi- 
ence dispersed, and it was, impossible 
to get them all together again very 
shortly. 


It would be impossible to recount all 


the personal experiences of the Prince. 
He found on many of his long rides 
that Hawaiians, hearing that he would 
pass along a certain road, sat beside it 
for hours to see and speak with him, 
and leis in abundance were placed a- 
"bout his neck, signifying the esteem in 
which he is held. 


There seems no chance that there 


can be any landslide, as the Home 
Rulers are the better organized per- 
haps, but from the outlook there have 
been -tasarense Republican gains. The 
only ^district of the Island where there 
IB any Question of success seems to be 
Hilo. where there is a species of apa- 
thy, the Puna district being perhaps 
the closest of them all. In Kona there 
is a wave of Republicanism 
which 


seems likely to land every Republican 
candidate in office. At one point two 
well known Home Rulers were noticed 
sitting out a meeting and giving ab- 
solute attention to Prince Kuhio's 
words. When the next meeting was 
held some ten miles away, the same 
men were present, again giving closest 
attention to the Prince. When he had 
finished they announced that they had 
never known Just how the Home Rule 
party was being run and that they 
were opposed to such one-man power, 
and would resign their candidacy and 
Ti-ork for the Republican ticket in the 
future. 
Similar stories come from all points 


and the Prince has been very much en- 
couraged to go on with his work of 
telling the people what is the truth. 
While on Kaual he will be the guest 
of John Gandall and W. H Rice They 
will meet at Lihue and there discuss 
plans, though it is more than probable 
that they will open their speaking cam- 
paign at Waimea, and work back along 
the route, finishing on Saturday of the 
week. 


After completing Kaual the candidate 
* ill go over Maul and he may give a 
hard week to Hawaii to close the cam- 
pajpn. 
This has not been decided as 


yet but he is so far along with his 
itinerary that he will be able to drop 
i» whererer he is needed from 
this 


time, and will make the close of the 
flftht as hot a one as possible. He has 
gained more confidence than he had 
when he first went on the stump and 
now 1s regarded as one of the finest of 
Hawaiian orators. He has drawn about 
him such a circle of friends that he will 
have strong support all along the line, 
jind the flght he has made-for an open- 
ing will be kept up during the cam- 
paipn. 
The last week of the flfrht may be 


devoted to Oahu, as there is felt a great 
desire anveng the Hawailans here to 
have trie candidate with 
them 
for 


awhile. The northern end of the Island 
especially had been seeking an oppor- 
tunity to have some preat meeting" at 
•which the leader of the party mifrht be 
present.

from here to Manila and China Is being 
manufactured. The huge steamer Sil- 
verton, specially adapted for laying the 
cable, was scheduled to leave London 
last Saturday for this port with the 
2413 miles of wire that will reach from 
San Francisco to Hawaii across the bed 
of the Pacific. She is expected to ar- 
rive In November, or early in December 
at the latest, and by the first of the 
year messages will have been received 
at both ends of the cable. 


In London, according to the officials 


of the Commercial Cable Company, the 
section of cable to connect Honolulu 
with Manila Is being manufactured at 
the rate of fiftv miles a day. 
It will

and

across the great depths of the Pacific 
which have been found between Hono- 
lulu and Asiatic waters by the steamers 
Anglia and Colonia and tne Commercial 
Cable Company fully expects to have 
the entire line in operation by July 4, 
1903. The laying of the cable will pro- 
ceed rapidly after the steamers, upon 
which" it Is coiled in great lengths, ar- 
rive at the starting points.

San Francisco end of the cable is al- 
ready nearing completion, the conduit 
to connect the headquarters office on 
Market street with the station on the 
ocean front, a short distance south of 
the Cliff House, being far advanced. 
Clarence Mackay, who succeeds his 
father, (he late John W. Mackay, as 
head of the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany, Is said to be contemplating mak-

OIL AS A FUEL 


DRIVES OUT COAL 


OAKLAND, Cal.. Sept. 27.—Oil as a 


fuel has proved such a success on all 
the lines of the Southern Pacific that 
general orders have been issued for the 
conversion of all the engines into oil 
burners as soon as possible. Coal will 
be abandoned absolutely. 
Within a 


year the Southern Pacific will be on an 
oil basis solely. 


Tho order will affect all the divisions 


of the company. 
The local division 


generally known as the Western, is in 
the lead in the number of oil-burning 
engines. 
The 
Sacramento 
division 


comes next and the Los Angeles divi- 
sion third. All of the divisions are us- 
ing oil for about one-third of the traf- 
fic. 


The local division now has sixty- 


three oil-burning- engines. There re- 
main eighty-three yet to be converted. 
It is estimated 
that 
within 
eight 


months all of the engines will 
have 


been converted and the use of coal on 
the Western division 
permanently a- 


bandoned. During the month just pass- 
ed the oil-burners on the local divi- 
sion travelled a distance of approxi- 
mately 200,000 miles. The coal-burning 
track. The grand total travelled by all 
engines passed over 306,752 miles of 
engines is 506,752 miles. 


These figures do not include the Sac- 


ramento and Los Angeles divisions. 
During a corresponding month last 
year the mileage was a little over 450.- 
COO. 
The gain of this year over last 


is something over 50,000 miles 
per 


month, T\hlch is a fairly accurate Index 
to the increase of business. It requires 
on an average 1000 gallons or about 
twenty-four barrels of oil for every 100 
miles as compared to five tons of coal 
The •saving on every hundred miles by 
usin£ oil ranges from J16 to J20 
The 


total saving for the 200,000 miles trav- 
elled by oil-burning engines represents 
from *36 000 to 140.000 per month. 


Th* company has expended upwards 


of $5,000.000 for oil. The investment is 
a good one, !^ov,e\er. the saving effect- 
ed «iH have paid for the enormous ex- 
penditure long before all the engines 
ha\" been converted into oil-burners 
On 1'ie Western division alone the sav- 
ins p»r month when all the engines 
hav been converted will approximate 
J75.000 
When the other coast divisions 


vse ol! exclusively the total sum saved 
will be upwards of tlOO.OOO per month.

Walter A. Wright, one time deputy 


tax assessor and collector on the island 
of Kaual, was brought down to Hono- 
lulu in the steamer W. G. Hall yester- 
day morning, and is now a guest at 
Oahu prison, awaiting trial on a charge 
of embezzlement of public funds. 
He 


was held by the court at Llhue in $6000 
bonds. 


The arrest and detention of Wright 


was due to the visit of Assistant Attor- 
ney Douthitt to the garden island. 
When Attorney General Dole heard of 
the shortage of the tax collector he de- 
cided at once that there should be ac- 
ion. He sent his assistant and the in- 
structions were to act as rapidly as 
possible. When Mr. Douthitt arrived 
he and Sheriff Coney proceeded to Wai- 
mea and had an 
interview 
with 


Wright. Assessor Conant was present 
part of the time and he explained that 
he shortage was about $2850, and that 
something like $630 had been sent down

NEW YORK, September 22.—Instead 


of oats. 100 horses owned by Arbuckle 
Brothers of Brooklyn, coffee and sugar 
refiners, are fed with molasses. The 
animals are sleek and fat, and seem to 
thrive on the diet. A veterinarian first 
suggested the use of molasses, and after 
six weeks' experiment on two of the 
horses it was decided to use it as good 
for all. The veterinary surgeon said he 
first got the idea from an expert in the 
United States artillery service, who told 
him that from ten to fifteen pounds of 
dark mixture was sufficient daily ration 
for a horse weighing 1000 pounds. The 
cost of feeding each animal on molasses 
according to the doctor, 
is 15 cents 


daily.

of tourists in Honolulu woull l-e of no 
advantage to plantations on Kauai, 
should visit Southern California and 
note what has come to every legitimate 
business there from the 
province of 


tourists in Los Angeles. 
The attrac- 


tions of the citrus belt metropolis bnng 
75,09t people there annually who pour 
into the < hannels of business and thence 
into the banks an average of $250 per 
capita for personal expenses, exclusive 
of what they pay for 
railway 
fa-res. 


This makes a total of $18,750,000 added 
in e\ery good season to the floating 
capital of Southern California, money 
which becomes available to those who 
need it for agriculture, irrigation, min- 
ing, manufacturing, trade, commerce 
and general development in the vast 
country 
lying below the Tehachapi 


pass. 


Nor is this all. 
Among the 
To.OOO 


tourists are many wealthy Eastern men 
and foreigners, 
who want something 


better than three and four per cent in-

These visitors are the mainstay of in- 
vestment. Is there a great flume to 
build or a great citrus or raisin propo- 
sition to advance?

TORRENS LAND LAW FOR 
HAWAII. 


The need of simplifying the method <>f getting land titles In Hawaii is felt 


[by every man who buys real estate. At present things are mixed, partlcu- 
ilarly In regard to titles which have passed through the names of Chinese, Jap- 
anese and to some extent of Hawalianw. Chinese, for example, possess many 
names, which they use Indiscriminately. There Is the birth name, the mar- 
riage name and the business name and all these may be represented, at va- 
rious times, In the same land transaction. 
In the records, many ot these 


names are spelled phonetically or even rendered in some Hawaiian equivalent 
or substitute, as for instance when tr rleed of Chun Swan Is put on the books 
as one from Akana. There are Chinese among us who have recorded deeds 
in flve different names. Triple identity, the mistakes of careless clerks, the 
vicissitudes of years, the mixture of populations here, 
have 
combined 
to 


make abstracts of title far from satisfactory, and every year adds more or 
less to the embarrassments of those \\ho wish to know precisely what and 
from whom they are buying. 


Australia, having had similar troubles. Invented, and uses with great 


SUCL<-SS, what is known in this country as the Torrens land law. At least two 
American States have followed suit. The object of the law, briefly stated, 
is to make the transfer of land as simple and inexpensive as that of any oth- 
er class of property. As one commentator says: "The artificial barriers, so 
foreign to the spirit of this country and inherited from the English law of 
real property, have one by one been swept away and this last move Is the one 
step necessary to complete the emancipation." We look to see the Torrens 
system become as familiar In the polity of American States as is the Austra- 
lian ballot law, and indulge the hope that the next Legislature will place lt_ 
on thf- statute books of this Territory. 


The Torrens system, as introduced 
into Massachusetts and 
California, 


provides that any person owning land may have that land registered by fil- 
ing a petition in a court of proper jurisdiction—in Hawaii the Circuit Court. 
This petition must set forth, besides h4& name, occupation and address, the 
description of the land and the estate claimed therein, the names, addresses 
and estates claimed by any other persons interested in the land and 
the 


names and addresses of adjoining owners. 
An abstract Of title is also fur- 


bished and referred to an attorney of at least three years' standing m the 
court 
Upon an unfavorable report by the referee, the Judge may order the 


acilon dismissed or he may proceed with the hearing. Upon the day set the 
persons mentioned in the petition appear in court and evidence is presented 
upon which the Judge enters a decree declaring in whom the fee simple title 
stands and the holders of lesser estates, including all liens or incumbrances. 
This decree is filed in the office of the recorder, who is made registrar of 
titles by the California act, and he issues In duplicate, a certificate of title 
setting forth the facts of the decree. The duplicate certificate is issued to 
th- ov. ner of the land, and certified copies may be issued to the holders of 
lesser estates. The original is retained by the registrar and upon it he enters 
all subsequent changes of less than a whole title. Persons acquiring 
any 


interest in the property, whether by mortgage, lien, tax sale or tax 
deed, 


must register It against the title, and thus a complete record of the status 
of the property is kept at all times. AVhen the interest is under a tax sale, 
notices are sent to all persons interested in the land and tax deeds do not 
pass title until after a decree of the court, notice of the hearing having 
been sent to all those registered as owning any estate in the property in- 
volved. The person to whom a certificate of title is issued, is deemed con- 
clusively to be the owner of the property, unless it can be proved that he 
has been guilty of fraud and no interest in the property against his can be 
obtained by adverse possession however long continued. If the certificate of 
title is lost or destroyed in any way, a duplicate can be issued by the registrar, 
upon order of the court after a full hearing. 


The property being thus registered, practically all difficulties 
of transfer 


are removed. The title may be passed to another by a simple endorsement 
upon the certificate of title, or a deed and the certificate may be filed with 
the registrar, whereupon a new certificate, in duplicate, is issued in the name 
of the purchaser, and the original and duplicate in the name of the seller are 
marked "cancelled." Where only a portion of the property Is transferred two 
certificates may be issued; and where only an interest is transferred, 
the 


fact may be noted on the original and duplicate certificates of the owners. 


The Registrar of San Francisco county made this brief statement about 


the law two yeffrs ago: 


"The Torrens law provides for a careful examination of title by at least 


two attorneys before passing the title. In case any flaw is found in the title, 
the owner applying for a certificate will be notified of the flaw and no cer- 
tificate of title will be refused, if the owner so applying shall within a rea- 
sonable time take steps needed to establish the title. The transfer to the 
system costs $15 for examination fee and ?2 for certificate fee, and one-tenth 
of 1 per cent of the fair cash value of the' property for an indemnity fund. 
The indemnity fund is used to secure the rightful owners of the 
property 


from claimants. From the Issuance of the original certificate the property is

protected from all claims, such as dower rights, the rights of minors, insane 
persons, those in prison, and those absent from the United States. The title 
to the property cannot be disturbed, but in the event of any liens or .right 
arising as suggested the persons can be fully compensated from the fund by 
showing a right to the same. To secure- a certificate of title it is necessary 
for the owner of the property to furnish an abstract of title only to Oct. 11, 
1871 after which date the records in the Recorder's office show all tbe.con- 
veylnces, and the title from that time is brought down by 
the
